A longhorn steer drive will kick 
off the Fiesta de las Rosas Great West 
Rodeo next Memorial Day, May 30 — and 
plans are to route the longhorns through 
downtown San Jose and on to the Santa 
Clara County Fairgrounds where the 
$15, 000 will be held. 

Stanley Smock, rodeo committee 
chairman, said the longhorn drive will 
be a "first" for this part of the country. 

"This áingle event has attracted 
more attention than any other part of the 
Great West Rodeo," Smock said. 'The 
sight of wild steers midst the heart of a 
crowded city is something that should 
last in a person's memory for a long, 
long time." 

The rodeo itself will be a Cow¬ 
boys of America authorized event, run¬ 
running Friday, Saturday and Sunday. 

Closing day of the rodeo will be 
June 1, also the date of the Fiesta floral 
parade. 

And the longhorn steer drive will 
call up memories of the running of the 
bulls in Spain, Smock predicted. 

"Of course, we wouldn't permit 
any running of the steers," he said. 
"They 1 11 do enough running all by them¬ 
selves." 

The longhorns will come from 
California and Arizona, by contract with 


Golden State Rodeo Company, Chats- 
worth. 

The $15, 000 prize money for the 
Great West Rodeo will be a record for 
San Jose. The Fiesta will put up $5, 000 
and cowboy entry fees will double that 
amount. 

LONGHORN STEER DRIVE —

Drive in downtown San Jose. The crit¬ 
ters will be rounded up in California and 
Arizona and, complete with cowboys, 
charros and a chuckwagbn, will be driven 
through the downtown streets and on to 
Santa Clara County Fairground^, site of 
tile $15, 000 Rodeo de las Rosas.

DR.JOHN DE HERAS Proposesa 
Latin-American Section in the 
Metropolitan Association 
of San Jose. 

A new concept of participation in 
the City's economic and social problems 
for the Mexican-American businessman 
was outlined today by Dr. John deHeras, 
City Planning Commissioner, to Fred' 
Buttner, Executive Director of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Association of San Jose, Calif. 

As a result of correspondence 
with President Jim Wiesler ofthe Metro, 
San Jose's Chamber of Commerce, a 
highly favorable attitude towards the 
planned proposal was echoed by the pre¬ 
sidentas well as the Executive Director. 

Dr. de Heras stated that one of 
the problems that have constantly faced 
the Mexican-American community has 
been the lack of representation and par¬ 
ticipation in the business and economic 
programs and policy decisions affecting 
the City. "Too many times good prog¬ 
rams and goals have failed because the 
City andthe Spanish surnamedCommun¬ 
ity have had no proper backing and sup¬ 
port. This plan will require every Mexi- 
can-American businessman to first be¬ 
come a member ofthe Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and who then be asked to become 
part of the Latin-American Section or 
Committee. The Committee would then 
be able to recommend or decline to ap¬ 
prove any program or proposal that may 
relate to those problems that affect the 
Spanish surnamed businessman or area. 

"This will be the first time that 
a positive program has been offered to 
the Mexican-American business com¬ 
munity to become full-fledged partners 
in the policy and program making in the 
City of San Jose. It is the first opportun¬ 
ity to help offset the accepted attitude the 
general public has had regarding those 
of Mexican descent and a positive weapon 
to prove that the Spanish surnamed com¬ 
munity can better be served by individual 
initiative and private enterprise in the 
solving of it's problems and needs. It 
will help bring not only an image to the 
new members but make them full parti¬ 


cipating and informed members of the 
Chamber of Commerce." 

A luncheon will be given to which 
approximately 50 leaders of the Mexican- 
American business world will be invited 
to come and hear the outline and prog¬ 
ram. Officials from the Chamer as well 
as the City Administration will be invited 

to participate. 

Further information regarding 
the above luncheon may be had by calling 
the Organizing Chairman, Dr. John de 
Heras, at 295-5390. 

Dr. de Heras further stated that 
each member of the Latin-American 
Committee of the Metropolitan Associa¬ 
tion of San Jose will find a new meaning 
of life, that his human dignity as an in¬ 
dividual will have greater significance 
since for once, he will have a truly great 
and accepted organization to back him 
and advance his proposals. 

In the matters such as housing, 
how much more potent would the recom¬ 
mendation be as to what the Latin-Ame¬ 
rican Committee ofthe Metro. Associa¬ 
tion approved as good housing and then 
have the Metropolitan Association of San 
Jose approve it and back it. Too many 
futile attempts have been made in the 
past to achieve changes in our Commun¬ 
ity but they have failed because there was 
no significant and responsible organiza¬ 
tion to present or help their plans. If 
the businessman of Mexican descent has 
reached the same level of acceptance as 
the rest of the Community, then he must 
become part of it as a full participating 
and voting member.

2. Mrs. Sands - Santa Clara Un¬ 
ified Board is buying books being pro¬ 
duced by Far W est Laboratory for edu¬ 
cational research and development, Ber¬ 
keley. 

The head of the laboratory is Dr. 
James Hemphill, author of a pamphlet 
called "Investment in Prevention" which 
advocates Chinese and Russian method 
of Government taking over child bearing 
functions from parents. 

The Wilcox High School has five 
books by Communist Herbert Aptheker 
"He may Know About Marx and Commu¬ 
nism but not about the Black People. 

At this point the Board members 
started to walk out of the room and the 
Chairman had to acljourn.

Jose Greco and his company of 
Spanish dancers, singers and musicians
